The appointment of Mrs. Helen 
Hunt Jackson as special agent of the 
Indian Bureau to investigate the con- 
dition and needs of the Mission In- 
dians of California is made the subject 
of hostile criticism by the Oakland 
Times. The language of the Times is 
not distinguished by good sense, nor 
by courtesy towards the lady, nor is 
that journal’s view of her mission 
marked by intelligence and justice. 
The Oakland Times makes the serious 
‘mistake of assuming that the object of 
the investigation to be instituted is 
“the disturbance of titles settled first 
by Spanish and Mexican occupation, 
descended through the warrant and 
occupancy of two nations before they 


were acquired by our _ people, 
who -now hold under the or- 
iginal grant aflirmed by the 


United States.” It is perfectly safe to 
aisert that Mrs. Jackson’s instructions 
do not contemplate the disturbance of 


confirmed grants nor of any legal title. 


to land. Her mission has for one of 
its’ principal objects,the protection 
of these Indians from unlawful and 
unjust attempts on the part of dishon- 
est and grasping white men to deprive 
them of lands which they have oc- 
cupied and worked for long years, and 
in the continued possession of which 
they have aright to be protected by 
the Government, so long as those lands 
cannot be shown to be a part of the 
public domain, subject to the opera- 
tion of the pre-emption and home- 
stead laws.

an Indian should not be deprived of 
the benefit of it. The fact that he is 
ignorant and helpless only constitutes 
an additional reason why his rights 
should be guarded. However common 
the practice may have been in our his- 
tory, it 111 becomes the character of a 
great people to connive by silence or 
covert approval at the robbing of the 

native races who possessed the land be- 

fore us; and itis no credit toa great 
government to permit such robbery. 
To prevent it in the case of the Mis- 
aion Indians of Southern California is, 
as we understand it, the object of the 
special investigation which the Oak- 
land Times sees fit to sneer at in an ex- 
ceedingly offensive manner. The sub- 
ject deserves a more intelligent and 
just treatment at the hands of: a pub- 
iic journal of the pretensions of the 
Oakland Times. 


Tuk editor of the Woodland D«mo- 
crat has just returned from a trip 
through the southern counties, and ex- 
presses the opinion that, while there 
are localities which are capable of be- 
ing made pleasant homes for persons 
of wealth, it has not the advantages of 
central and northern California for 
those of moderate or small means.

LOMPOC VENGEANCE. 

How its Liquer Saloon Was De- 
stroyed by Indignant Citizens. 
The destruction on the 17th of 

March (St. Patrick’s Day) of a liquor 

saloon in the town of Lompoc—the 

only one in the place—by a rising of 
citizens en musse, has already been de- 
scribed in the press dispatches. 
will be remembered that lots and lands 


in that colony settlement are sold with! 


a special prohibitoyy-citiuse in the 
pen 
kc winding the purchaser never to 


sell or permit to be sold on his premi- 
ses any intoxicating liquors. In vio- 
lation of this prohibition, two men, 
named Davis and Drumm, relying 
upon their United States license for 
protection, undertook the establish- 
meut of a saloon, but before 1t had got 
fairly uader way, it was destroyed as 
above. The Lompoc Record of the 
24th inst., after reciting the circum- 
stances of the destruction, speaks of 
the character of the people engaged in 
_ the affair, and of the gencral feeling 
elicited by it, as follows: 


We never saw a more representative 
gathering ; farmers, mechanics, preach- 
ers, professional men, business men, 
teachers, the editor and printer and 
several ex-editors were there. Not 
only preachers, church members and 
temperance men and women under 
pledge were present, but meu under no 
pledge, not total abstainers, and even 
ex-saloon keepers were in the thick of 
the fray. Gray heads and beardless 
boys stood side by side,one .of the 
latter declaiming ‘The ILonest 
Liquor Seller's Advertisement,” 
and. some them striking 
among the first and sturdiest 
of blows. Woman, upon whom the 
curse of intemperance falls with such 
cru:king weight, were in full force, 
but josing none of their womanliness 
in their righteous zeal. When the de- 
molition was accomplished we never 
saw a happier or a more relieved peo 
ple; they shook hands, congratulated 
each other, threw high their hats, 
ladies waved their handkerchiefs and 
people cheered till hoarse and sore. 
The telegraph Operators were kept 
busy sending word to neighboring 
towns, the county seat, the metropolis 
and all the principal State papers. 
Early on Sunday morning one of the 
ex-salvonists went to Santa Barbara to 
induce the District Attorney to com- 
mence prosecution, but up ‘to this 
date no intimation has been received 
that that officer holds other than the 
general opinion that no jury would 
convict and that it would only put the 
county to useless and heavy expense. 
Nor can we learn that any lawyer will 
so lower himself and jeopardise his 
reputation and prospects as to under- 
tuke *t as acivilcase. Some of them 
telegraphed their declination of any 
such case, and others volunteered their 
services for defence, 1f needed. On 
Sunday morning many viewed and 
re-viewe,, the ruins. The visiting 
minister preached, pub- 
licly thanked God for what he had 
seen and been permitted-to participate 
in, and in both sermon and Sunday 
school classes the incident was freely 
used as a striking illustration in vari- 
ous ways. On Monday the best and 
staunchest citizens, of every class, 
almost spontaneously came together 
and organized for the continued exclu- 
sion of rum-seliing, sturdily pledging 
to that end “our lives, our fortunes and 
our sacred honor.’ Deputy Sheriff 
Phillips was seen at Los Alamos, fif- 
teen miles distant, on Tuesday, and 
word came that he was on his way to 
make arrests. Not many believed it, 
but it was instantly resolved to meet 
on the street at 10 next morning, to 
treat the officer with all due respect, 
but to send off any arrested ones with 
cheers, furnish them with all needed 
money, the best legal counsel, and to 
provide for the protection of their 
homes and families while absent. Sure 
enough, next morning the street was 
alive with men and women, but no 
officer came, it proving that he was not 
seeking whisky-spillers, but was,on 
business in a whisky murder va : 
Relics were eagceriy sought. One gen- 
tleman, going East, begyed a piece of 
the rope as a trophy; the rest is to be 
sold. Others took a splinter of wood, 
a door knob, a piece of a bottle or 
demijohn, while the jeweler made 
breast-pins of fragments of glass. An- 
other picked up the invoice of the 
heavy stock in trade—liquors, bottles, 
demijohns, etc., to the amount of 
$30.50, obtained of Laughlin Bros., Los 
Alamos Many expressions showéd the 
determination of the people. One 
gentleman, formerly ssinidieine of a 
large ranch, said, 9s the fray began: 
“T am too old to take a hand in it, but 
go ahead, boys, and I’ll help defend 
you if it, costs me $500.”- A plucky 
little Johnny Bull said: “W’y, I’d 
rather spead a month’ in jail than see 
a saloon in Lompoc.” A number who 
- did not learn of what was done till too 
late to be there offered $10 or $20 for 
legal defence, to be doubled if needed. 
Some outsiders, who do not know the 
temper and mettle of Lompocers, may 
think that with Uncle Sam and the 
League of Freedom ut their back they 
could yet make a saloon stand here. 
But if they had looked into the eyes 
and heard the deliberate, unflinching 
cool declarations of all classes, as we 
have, they would conclude that Uncle 
Sam would need to quarter a whole 
regiment here to make a saloon stick.
